Thousands of Persons View the 
Strange Sight and Prot. Elias Col- 
bert Tells What It All Means—Only 

seem Black by comparison, the 
tronomer Says—Observed by the 
Chinese Before the Christian Era— 


Are Just About Due. 


Sun spots which were visible to the nak 
eye and which made a perceptible differ- 


ence in the light radiated from the sun, 
caused wonder to thousands of persons in 


Chicago yesterday. 


> 


‘The spots were unusually large, as it is 
seldom that they are seen without the ald, 


of telescopes, and it is seldom that they 


affect. the sun's rays visibly. The phenom-. 


ena will continue for some days yet, as- 
tronomers says, although the length of time, 
or even an approximate idea of the size of 
the spots observable’ from day to day, is 
not to be determine. 
The light, yesterday during the time when 
the spots appeared largest was perceptibly 
dimmer than usualy and had a paler cast. 
The spots appea as large black spaces 
on the sun's surface, irregular in shape and 
differing if size. 


Spots Only Seem Black, 
“The spots are not really black,” said 


Prot. Elias Colbert, president of the Chicago 


Astronomical society, in discussing sun spots 
in general, last night, “ but they appear 
dark by contrast. The color of their light, 
which is considerably less than the light of 
the surrounding parts of the sun, is purplish 
as far as I have been able to observe. 

The effect they would have on light would 
be to diminish the sun’s light somewhat and 
render it paler. This is in accordance wiln 
a theory deduced from observations at the 
Smithsonian institution last March. These 
observations tended to point out that the 
light emanating from the sun under the in- 
fluence of large spots is deficient in sbme of 
the rays falling in the violet portion of the 
spectrum which would tend to make the light 
paler in tint. , | 

Other effects that large spots may have 
are to cause a slight variation in the tem- 
perature, making it cooler, to the possible 
extent of two degrees or less. This ‘would 
cause less evaporation, which in turn would 
mean less rain. In this way the maximum 
of sun spots might in some countries mean 
a minimum for that season of rain. | 


Came According to Schedule. 


The period of recurrence of the maximum 


of sun spots, as nearly as it is reducible to 
figures, is every 11.1 years. The greatest 
maximum that has been known took place in 
1870, so that the third subsequent peridd is 
now about due, | 
The observations that led to the theory 
cf the eleven year recurrence have been 


| made ever since Galileo first saw them in 


1611. But though this is the first scientific 
record of the phenomena, we have records 
of thelr observation three or four times be- 
tore the Christian era by the Chinese.

FIRST NATIONAL BANK BLOCK _ 
CONTINUES TO EMIT SOOT. 


Complaints Met with Reply That Smoke 
Preventing Devices Will Be in Sec- 
ond Section, Which Is Not Started. | 


With a management that refuses to take 
the demands and recommendations of the 
smoke board seriously, and laughs off the 
complaints of tenants of surrounding build- 
ings, it looks as if the business men in the 
vicinity of the new First National bank 
‘building will be compelled to suffer from the 
smoke nuisance, unless Smoke Inspector 
Schubert brings the promised suits against 
the owners of the property: 

The first section of the new office building 
is practically completed, and the steam 
plant of this otherwise modern structure has 
become one of the worst violators of the 


smoke ordinance in the downtown district. 


Complaints to the smoke department re- 


@ulted in inquiry by Mr. Schubert. He no- 
1'tified Henry Dibblee, agent of the building, 


who replied that while the boilers. were in 
the first section of the building the smoke 
preventing devices would be built into the 
second section, which will not be completed 
until spring.

The transaction is said to be nearly effected. 
R. D. Southgate of the Congress Hotel com- 
pany, operating the Auditorium and the 
Annex, gave it as his opinion, although he 
stated that his company was not interested 
in the deal, that the purchase was to be- 
made as an investment only, as he considers 
it a poor location for a hotel. He says it is 
too far south.

Otto Young of the Fair, who is said to be 
interested in the deal, would not state his 
connection with it, but said that he had been 
thinking of building a hotel there. It is 
too early to talk about it; it has been only

E have considered in one lesson, the 
dust and dirt which enter our 
houses and some of the methods of 
keeping it out. The next step in 
the study of cleanliness in our 

ouses is to understand something of the 


nature of the dust and grime which wear 


pon the nerves of the housekeeper so con- 


tinually. . 


Webster says that dust is “fine, dry par-

Now, the experi- 
ments before and after sweeping show that 
the mere act of sweeping without strong 
Grafts does little good. Doesn't it make your 
back ache to think of the thousands of hours 
spent by women stirring up dust only to let 
it settle back again? Now, no draft will 
loosen and remove the bacteria that attach 
themselves to carpets and draperies. Moral: 
Don't stir up dust from picture frames, top 


of furniture, ledges, and various places in 
order to settle it for life on the carpet and 


upholstered furniture. Moral 2: 

Have rugs and ‘fabrics that can be carried 

out into the air, beaten, and brushed. 

Damp dusters collect and hold the dust, and 
it is then actually removed. Why mot use 
them? 

Have you followed boldly to its conclusion 
the fact that sunlight kills bacteria? Throw 


open your curtains, roll up your shades, and 


let a little sunshine in,“ and the micro- 
organisms in the dust will turn up their toes 
to the daisies. We want more faded furni- 
ture and carpets and fewer faded faces. It 
is astonishing how some housekeepers shut 
out the sun. Aniline dyes can be replaced, 
but the faded human cheek is not to be re- 
placed with a nice fresh one from the bargain 
counter on Monday.

AN ENGLISH VILLAGE. 
New Illustrated Edition of Jeffries’ ‘“‘Wiid 
Life in a Southern County.” 


It is timely and appropriate when so-called 


“nature” books are so popular to reissue 
some of Rithard Jeffries’ works. Little, 
Brown & Co. of Boston have put out a hand- 
some edition of Wild Life in a Southern 
County under the title AN ENGLISH 
VILLAGE,” which is not so appropriate a 
name. Clifton Johnson has taken a number 


brief preface, while Hamilton W. Mabie sup- 
plies an introduction which is an apprecia- 
tion. The book is a handsome bit of work. 
Jeffries anticipated by nearly a,genera- 
tion the work which so many are now do- 
ing in England and America, incited. by the 
newly awakened love of nature. Mr. Mabie 
is right in saying that since Gilbert. White 
kept the record of the seasons in Selbourne 
no Englishman has divined and described 
nature with such loving care for details as 
Jeffries.“ The comparison with Thoreau is

BOOK OF THE GARDEN. 
Disappointing Work by Alfred Simson. 

“GARDEN MOSAICS ”’. is the title of a 
book on gardening by Alfred Simson. It is 
daintily gotten out, and from its title, its 
cover, the quoted poems at the chapter be- 
ginnings, one expects more of the little book 
than. he derives. The introduction prepares 
the reader for disappointment—it is not usual 
for an author to frighten his audience at the 
| outset. “As I have no literary ability or 
practice, and know little about gardening,” 
is the, disheartening opening of the preface. 
The second chapter closes with: It is fool- 
ish of me to have allowed myself to make any 
rematks about so complicated a subject as 
woman; but what is said is said, and I pro- 
pose in this chronicle to record whatever 
comes into my own head, as I write, on any 
subject.“ 

But is this fair to the public, wha, expect 
some information on garden flow or any- 
thing, in fact, but what is given? The book 
reads like a diary, containing no helps to the 
amateur. gardener, but much diffuse chat 
about the flowers he planted and the blossoms 
they bore, and all this is confused with ir- 
relevant discourse of a jerky sort on religion, 
on woman, on books.

to pursue archmological excavations. Dr. 
Banks is the official agent of the university.
